True, you may miss what some 
delegates have: a 
feeling 
that 
you’re 
making 
history. 
You’ll 
also miss the sweat, jammed res 
taurants, noisy hotel lobbies and 
the tired feet from t r u d g i n g 
around. 
You may also miss some of the 
rumors of deals that drift out of 
the bars and comittee meetings. 
But if you were in Chicago, you’d 
get a headache anyway, trying to 
keep up with them 
Any single delegate, simply be­ 
cause he can't be everywhere at 
once, sees only a smali 
part 
of 
what's going on. When he's on the 
floor with his own state delegation, 
he knows what's going 
on 
right 
around him.

Bt T T H E R E ’S so much uproar 
he can t hear what’s going on in 
the delegations near him 
unless 
the chairman of one of them grabs 
a microphone on the floor and can 
make himself heard. 
A delegate can hear what the 
speakers on the platform are say 
ing, thanks to 
the 
loudspeaker 
‘ 
system, if the noise around him 
isn't too bad. But if his delega- • 
tion is seated far in the back, he 
can’t see too well. 
If he’s lucky, a delegate will be 
appointed to a committee, which 
gives him a chance to throw his 
weight around a bit 
And it gives 
him an “ in” on at least some of 
what's going on. 
To those sitting at home, the TV 
cameras will bring 
the 
speakers 
on the platform and the delegation 
chairmen, 
grabbing 
microphones 
on the floor, close up. 
Further, because they do provide 
a close up, you may be able to see I 
some of the people running around 
behind them. The roving camera 
eye will be able to bring every­ 
thing closer for you than any dele* 
gate on the fl6or can see it. 
* 
* 
* 


W H IL E the camera may not be 
about tor push its snout under the 
tent of every committee room, it 
should be able to get in on some 
of the news conferences called by 
the candidates or their managers, 
which is a big part of the conven­ 
tion but something the delegates 
miss 
This year the convention hall 
in Chicago is supposed to be air­ 
conditioned. It will be a miracle 
if any air-conditioning can keep 
it (ool, when you remember the 
rrnwd and the blazing 
camera 
lights that give off amazing heat. 
Those camera lights won t blind 
you or overheat you at home. They 
will just make the picture on your 
screen a little clearer, lf you were 
at the 1944 Chicago convention or 
the one in 
Philadelphia 
in 
1948 
you'll remember 
the 
lights, 
the 
heat, the sweat and how you said 
to yourself: “ I hope I survive.” 
The ones who sees most of the 
convention are the reporters, who 
are not tied down in one place but 
can wander around. They can go 
into the news conferences and at­ 
tend the committee meetings which 
are open. 
They’re up beside the speaker’s 
stand, but almost invariably have 
to work under incredibly crowded 
conditions with typewriters racket­ 
ing around them. They can look 
out at the delegations and see them 
in the flesh, when the lights don't 
blind them. And they 
can 
hear 
what the delegation c h a i r m e n 
shout, when some close-by bedlam 
doesn't drown out everything else 
And the newsmen put in longer 
hours than anyone else 
After 
a 
session is over, when you turn off 
your TV and the exhausted dele­ 
gates stumble back to the hotel, 
the newsmen have to write their 
pieces for the next day’s paper and 
they have to be up the next day 
before the delegates to keep tabs 
sn them.

2-2401, to make an appointment. 
. As usual, Mark said, the Red 
Cross will have its canteen set up 
to give the people a light snack 
after they finish giving their blood 
Mark pointed out 
that Fayette 
I County is a member of the Coin rn 
bus regional center 
blood 
bank. 
which means that Memorial Hos 
pital here can draw upon the bank 
; for blood for its patients. It has 
done so frequently. The rest of the 
blood, slightly less than half col 
letted, goes for servicemen, dis­ 
aster and civil defense The avail 
ability of blood used at the hos- 
! pital 
here, 
he 
pointed out. can 
' only be 
maintained if 
Fayette 
County continues meeting its share 
of the quota. 
The blood collected by the Red 
Cross can be used only on condi­ 
tion that it is free of charge and 
the patient is not compelled to of 
i fer replacement later on. 
Mark said that the Red Cross 
spends $6.50 for every pint of blood 
it collects, yet does the operation 
more economically than commer 
vial enterprises 
because 
of 
the

Incredible as it m ay seem , this is the 
main underlying them e behind the whole 
steel controversy. Instead of invoking the 
law established by C ongress, the Taft- 
H artley Act. to m eet the situation, Tru­ 
m an sought to circum vent it. He w as told 
in no 
uncertain term s by the 
Suprem e 
Court that it is Congress which is vested 
by the Constitution with the power to 
m ake law s, not the president. 
He w as told in equally uncertain term s 
by Judge D avid Pine of the United States 
D istrict Court that the president is sub­ 
ject to restraints like every other citizen 
under the term s of our Constitution. 
The Taft-H artley Act sets up m achin­ 
ery to handle disputes of this nature. No 
one believes that the process of setting 
up techniques is an autom atic assurance

U. S. exports, in the private enterprise 
form, have all but disappeared. O t h e r 
countries are buying products in t h i s 
country that are not obtainable elsew here, 
but in nearly every instance paym ent is 
m ade out of gifts or loans from W ash­ 
ington, D. C. 


There can be no argum ent that foreign 
trade is in a deplorable state. But m any 
industrialists and others m aintain that 
opening the U. S. to floods of foreign im ­ 
ports is a poor solution for the problem .

Bureaucracy Presents a Problem 
By George Sokolsky 


The remarkable fact about any 
people is how rapidly they grow 
accustomed to that which they 
believe to 
be wrong. 
For in 
stance, as the bureaucracy be 
gan to grow in Washington, there 
was an outcry against its size, 
the duplication of jobs, the “ go 
slow ” attitude of public workers 
S e n a t o r 
Byrd 
fought the issue 
and, of 
course, 
lost because the 
“pay-roll vote.” 
as it is now cail­ 
le d , 
developed 
into 
a 
vested 
i n t erest. 
The 
public got 
used 
to 
the 
myriad 
host of officials 
and even to the 
Sokolsky 
blustering ways they developed 
The subject is rarely discuss­ 
ed these days. The bureaucracy 
has become an entrenched pow 
er in Washington 
with rights, 
privileges and perquisites. To­ 
day, the count of federal em 
ployees comes to 2,559,000 and 
costs the taxpayer $9,500.000,00U 
a year. 


It is generally but incorrectly 
assum ed that the next president, 
possibly 
a 
Republican, 
will 
quickly lop off large segments of 
this pay roll. The fact is that 
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8bout 2,244,000 of these federal 
em ployees have 
civil service 
protection. Practically, the only 
way to fire them is for Congress 
to abolish their jobs or to cut off 
appropriations. 
This will be a slow process. A 
new president could instruct de­ 
partment heads not to fill va ­ 
cancies, in some instances, but 
it is almost certain that the pol­ 
iticians and department 
heads 
will gang up to keep the pay roll 
as full as possible. 
The next 
proident will have a tough time 
of it 
He could, of course, implement 
the proposal of the Hoover Com­ 
mission, reorganizing the admin­ 
istration on a basis of efficiency 
Mr 
Trum an had ample oppor­ 
tunity to do that, but. on the 
whole, his interest in efficiency 
lagged when he faced firing a 
lot of people, who, 
he hoped, 
would \ote for the party that 
keeps them in jobs. In 1948, the

receive 
between 
$14,800 and $25,000 a year. This 


would be a low proportion in pri­ 
vate industry, in the law, or In 
journalism. Perhaps that is why 
so many government officials, in 
this highest bracket, seek for op 
portunities outside the govern­ 
ment. They regard their current 
job as a stepping stone and hope 
to attract attention to them selves 
so that they 
may find 
better 
paying berths in private industry. 
Taking 
all brackets, 
govern 
ment pay is better, on the whole, 
than teaching, even in univer­ 
sities, in spite of the fact that 
about 68 percent of civilian gov­ 
ernment em ployees earn under 
$4,000 a year. For white collar 
workers, this is not too attractive, 
considering the dog that bureau­ 
crats seem to feel that they have

Diet and Health 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
Airplane accidents, explosions 
and industrial mishaps, constant­ 
ly call our attention to the great 
dam age and suffering from se 
rious burns. They also point up 
the importance of a new type of 
dressing for burns and w ounds- 
a p r o t e c t i v e gelatin-like 
substance. 
So far doctors have been im ­ 
pressed with the m a n n e r in 
which this new treatment relieves 
pain, promotes fast healing, and 
prevents infection. 
Applied Directly 


The 
substance, 
known 
as 
a 
casein gel, is applied directly to 
the burned area. It is then cov 
ered with gauze that has been 
treated with zinc acetate. 
As with any burn, sterile dress­ 
ings and handling are essential 
to prevent infection. If there is 
any dead skin, the doctor usually 
rem oves it, then applies the gela 
tin layer with a sterile wooden 
applicator. A fairly thick layer is 
applied, followed by strips of the 
treated gauze A roller bandage 
may then be w o u n d loosely 
around the area 
The gel, which is a protein sub­ 
stance. forms a film that sticks 
to the injured area. This gives 
better p r o t e ction from move 
m eats and further injury than the 
usual pressure type dressing. 
A film of this nature also pre 
vents the loss of fluid from the 
tissues. Such fluid loss |iorm ally 
occurs in burns, but m ay cause a

This treatment also p r e v e n t s 
much blistering. 
Earlier Skin Grafts 


After 
a

burn, the skin that has been de­ 
stroyed must som etim es be re­ 
placed by skin grafts. With the 
new type of dressing, grafts can 
usually be done much sooner. 
Less serious burns also heal more 
readily than with other dressings 
It seem s that this new method 
should prove a great boon, espe 
cially 
in 
industrial 
accidents 
where quick h e a l i n g is at a 
premium
